Mr. Fisk i»roposed kn amendinent to tli W 
bill, which was adopter!, us follows; That 
this act shall continue in force livo rears. 

Mr. Bristow proposed to amend by in- 
cluding rape among the crimes to> which 
the act aflixis the punishment of death. 
Adopted.

Tho passage of such a bill at this age of 
the world, in an enlightened, christian com- 
munity, is altogether astounding. It is a 
return with one stride into the middle of | 
the dark ages. The object is, of course, to 
suppress guerrillaism, and is so far com- 
mendable. But we object totally aud en- 
tirely to the means to be employed. The I 
experience of ail countries shows that the 
enactment of cruel and oppressive laws, 
out of all proportion to the crimes com- 
mitted, only defeat their own object.- Hu- 
manity and the christian sentiment of the 
people will l>o shocked at the passage of 
such laws. Moreover, it will be im possible 
to get a jury to convict olfenderi, m> mat- 
ter how clear their guilt may appear, when 
the punishment is so severe and inhuman. 
From this cause, the crimes set forth in the 
bill instead of being suppressed will only 
l>e increased. The crimes attemjit -d to be 
reached are properly military offences, and 
should ouly be dealt with by the military 
authority. It is useless to pass laws in op- 
position to the civilization of the age. They 
will only prove dead letters on the statute 
book. 

Til K STATE IMTKKEST m ESTIOX IN IN- 
DIAN \. 

It will be remembered that the last Leg- 
islature of Indiana refused to make an ap- 
propriation for the payment of the interest 
on the State debt, aud that, in consequence, 
liovernor Morton, in order to save the 
credit of the State, borrowed the money in 
New York, guaranteeing that the money 
would be refunded at some future day. 
That day seems to be rapidly approaching 
as we observe that the Semite hits passed a 
bill authorizing the Treasurer of the State 
to refund the money to Winslow, Lanier, 
itCo., of New York, the parties who fur- 
nished the money. The bill was not passed 
without very violent opposition on the part 
Of some of the Coppwrhead Senators. Tho 
vote stood Us in favor of the bill to U 
against. Iu the House the opposition has 
!>een still more factious; a threat of another 
bolt having been made, 
thought any considerable number of the 
!>emocratic members will tlare undertake 
Mich a role in view of the immense major- 
ity against them in the last election.

In the course of the debate in the House 
on Monday on the question of Field's as- 
sault on Kelly, Mr. Brooks said that recent- 
ly he had occasion to speak of certain Ma- 
jor tienerals as gold robbers, but in some of 
the prints he was reported as sayirfg bold 
robbers.

Bob- 
ber a> he was of the public Treasury, and 
a Major General, he dared not exercise Con- 
trol over the actions of those w hom a gen- 
tleman irom Pennsylvania— Mr.SehoAesd 
had called "thieves'aud tobbafa."

fourths of the States cannot ratify an 
amendment of that character ; that to make 
such amendment binding on all the Suites, 
the whole of them must ratify it, and that 
if but a jKirlion of the States do so, it is only 
binding as to that portion, with probably a 
doubt as to its binding effect, even to that 
extent. These principles, we regard as di - 
cidedly erroneous. If Congress, by pro- 
posingj and the States by ratifying* have 
any power over the question, |he amend- 
ment would become a part of the Constitu- 
tion, wdieu promised by two thirds of both 
houses of Congress, and ratified by three 
fourths of the States. When so adopted it 
cannot be otherwise than a rule of Govern- 
ment for all the States ; for ihe entire Ms- 
tion. If a different principle should pre- 
vail, our national liovi-niiin iit, is worth- 
less, because of its instability, ami that it 
would not operate equally la all the States. 

When the Constitution of the United 
States was adopted, under which 'he form- 
ation of the Government was to be had. ii 
was not to become the supreme law of the 
land and rule of government until ratified 
by nine of the thirteen States. When so 
ratified by nine States, it b-came the su- 
preme, law in that number, and in the re- 
mainder, as they might subsequently ralily 
it. More than nine did ratify it at once, and 
the remainder did so sulisequently. 

This ratification by all the thirteen States 
committed the whole of them to the princi- 
ple that future amendments ahOntad be made 
when proposed by two-thirds of {Congress, 
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and ratilied bv three-fourths of the states

St-vnithlad Eighth,' delay by offering an independent resolu- 
tion, bringing the question squarely before 
the House for action. The result was that 
Washburn's joint resolution, reducing the 
duty on paper from twenty to three per <-.-nt. 
mi calorrm, p:issed by a vote of H7 to 40. 

Tho paper monopolists were led in the 
Booaa by Spalding of Ohio, Farnsworth of 
I lliuois.Broomall of Penusy lvania.and Kit e 
of Massachusetts, who did their best, by all 
sorts of parliamentary dodges and filibus- 
tering, to prevent the repeal of this tax on 
knowledge. 

The paper-makers will now, w e presume, 
concentrate their whole force on the Hlftrtl 
tnd will endettvor by every means, wheth- 
er honorable or otherwise, U> defeat the 
resolution in that body. But we suspect 
they will not b# able to do much in the Sen- 
ate.

OtappMhMi, semi-copperhead, neutral, 
uncertain, and bewildered journals are dis- 
cussing now-a-days, with various degrees 
of anxiety and nervousness, the subject of 
offering the most lib.-ral terms to the rebels 
as a condition of their returning to the 
Union fold. They all assume that liberali- 
ty on the part of our (Jovernment, is, if not 
the one thing needful, at least amongst the 
principul agencies now required to secure 
peace, restoration, harmony, and all the 
countless blessings attendant on these, 
l imersal amnesty to all offenders is fore- 
most amongst the conditions named by 
these pacificators, in the "liberal 
terms" which they think the case 
require*. In regard to other conditions, 
they exhibit a practiced discretion in 
remaining slightly indelinite. It is plain 
enough what they are splinting towards, 
i It is the old "Skeleton at the national feast'' 
—Slavery. Tin- lil.eral terms that they so 
long to see proffered, are that the dear ever- 
lasting nigger, shall bo no longer interfered

Ai-frkd Howk Tkkrv was born on the 
loth of November, 1827, and is therefore but 
little more than thirty-seven years of age. 
Hartford, Conn., is his native place. He 
was educated in New Haven ami adopted 
the profession of law, the practice of which 
he began in L84& In 1854 he became a 
county clerk in Blew Haven, serving six 
years, when he resigned anil traveled a few 
inonths in Europe. When the military 
laws of < 'onueeticut wore revised, in L8S4, 
he was roiniiiifcsioiu-d as Colonel of the 2d 
militia regiment. Col. Terry offered his 
services to the (Jovernor of his State on the 
breaking out ot the rebellion. He was Co- 
lonel of a Connecticut regiment of three 
months' men at the battle of Bull Kun,bring- 
I ing up the rear in the retreat. In the re- 
. port of Gen. Keyes to Gen. McDowell, we 
find his services particularly acknowledged. 
On the expiration of the three mouths, he 
raised the 7th Connecticut regiment for 
three years, and left New Haven Septem- 
ber 17th, 1S61, and was attached to the l'ort 
Royal expedition of (ien. T. W. Sherman. 
His regiment was detailed to occupy the 
captured fort on Hilton Head during th<+ 
winter, and a great portion of the labor 
which resulted in the bombardment and 
capture of Fort Pulaski, was performed by 
'■ the men under Col. Terry, s command. To 
' this regiment, therefore, was assigned the 
honor of occupying the fort alter its sur- 
render. He was promoted to be Brigadier 
General of volunteers, March 24th, 18(32, 
and during the summer had command of 
the posts and forts on the Atlantic const of 
| Florida. He commanded a brigade in the 
' battle of Poeotaligo, and has since bt»en 
eenspieious in various engagements and 
affairs. He ranks now as Brevet Major 
General* 

The Aorhtltikal BriiKAr.— The bi- 
monthly report of the Commissioner of Ag- 
riculture for November and December says: 
"However great the loss of farm labor has 
been, especially in the Western States, the 
usual amount of wheat, rye and barley has 
liern sown.

The Secretary of War has sent a commu- 
nication to the House in reference to thv 
subject of the exchange of prisoners. 'ITiv 
whole matter was placed in the hands of 
Heat. Grant, with instructions to do all in 
his power to bring about an honorable ex- 
change. The rebels have thus far refused 
to make a general exchange. It is stated 
that there is a prospect of a full exchange 
at a very early day. Thus it will be seen 
that the President and the Secretary of War 
are not blame-worthy in tne matter. 

The Brooks- Butler controversy excited 
quite a spirited debate in the House on 
Monday: The particulars of the allair will 
be found on the lirst page of to-day's paper. 

It is stated that Gen. Joe Johnston has 
l>een appointed to the command of all the 
rebel armies in the West. This ought to 
satisfy some of the rebel -croakers." 

Since Foote's return to Richmond he is 
Bjpertei to have made a speech in the rebel 
Congress, saying thai he loved the South ; 
that he wasoppowd to negotiations; that his 
principal object in coming North Was to get 
his wife to Nashville; that he intended to 
visit Lincoln to try to obtain an honorable 
peace, but finding that he would have to 
take the oath of allegiance he declined to 
go. This is contradictory enough to be wor- 
thy of Foote. 

There was a very sharp debate yesterday 
in the House on the question of privilege 
raised by Mr. Brooks in relation to General 
Butler's letter to him. In the course of the 
debate Butler's conduct in taking fSO.OOo 
from Smith A Co., of New Orleans, was dis- 
cussed. Stevens, Bout well and Brooks 
were the chief speakers. The debate will 
be found in the telegraphic columns. 

In the Senate a very interesting discussion 
took place on the retaliatory resolutions. 
Mr. Sumner offered a series of resolutions 
in lieu of those offered by Mr. Wade, to the 
effect that retaliation would lie immoral be- 
cause it proceeded from vengeance; that it 
could have no other effect than to degrade 
the national aharacter and the national 
name and to bring down upon our country 
the condemnation of history, and that l>e- 
ing thus impracticable, useless, immoral, 
and degrading, it must be rejected as a 
measure of retaliation precisely as the bar- 
barism of roasting and eating prisoners is 
always rejected by civilized nations. The 
resolutions api>ear in full in the telegraphic 
report. Mr. Wilson offered an amendment 
to Sumner's resolutions, to the effect that 
the President appoint Commissioners to 
confer with the rebel authorities with a 
view to devise some plan for the relief of 
our soldiers.

the slavery question, and 
so on, is meant as a buffer to these recoiling 
and destructive blows. Suppose the deter- 
hich was well nigh universal at 
of the war, not to interfere with 
slavery, but rather to "put down with an 
iron hand" all attempts on the part of the 
negro to assume his own freedom, had con- 
tinued. Would anybody be now saying 
that slavery is destroyed by the rebellion ? 

Why is it that the slaves throughout tbo 
rebel domain are loyal, and always ready 
mid eager to do any service asked of them, 
however irksome or perilous it may be. by 
our soldiers or citizens Hying from rebel 
prisons? Because they believe that tut/ Yan- 
kees ar« tbeir liberators, and are bringing 
on, with all possible dispatch, their day of 
jubilee. What was the moral and all-po- 
tent cause of that memorable and pathetic 
spectacle attendant upon Sherman's march 
through Georgia, of thousands and tens of 
thousands of slaves defying the threats of 
their masters, discarding all fears as to the 
final issue, discrediting the most elaborate 
and persistent statements of their white ad- 
visers respecting the enmity and cruelty 
they would meet with at Yankee hands, and 
crowding the columns over which waved 
th" national flag? President Lincoln's 
proclamation, with its consequent and 
collateral events. It is the spirit of freedom 
in the North aroused and rendered implaca- 
ble in its hostility to slavery by the gigantic 
crimes of the latter, and not the spirit of re- 
volt in the South, that has demoralized and 
doomed the institution. 

It is true enough that any kind of a war 
waged with vigor on the soil of a slave-hold- 
ing people tends to weaken the bond by 
which slaves are held in subjection. The 
reason is that sla\ ery itself is a state of war 
the rule of might. The slave is a conquered 
enemy to his master, who instinctively and 
inevitably allies himself to any assailant o 
that master. The latter's hold upon him 
therefore, is weakened by any outside con- 
flict, just as ours upon the rebellion would 
now be weakened by a war with England. 

But if, in the meantime, the slave finds 
his master's enemy, also and equally his 
own, this disturbance of his condition of 
servitude will be but temporary, and with- 
out substantial results. 

The slaves of the tebels at the 
ment of the war, whenever, by 
goou fortune, they got within out lines and' 
were received as friends and not as "fugi- 
tives from labor," expressed with enthusi- 
asm their interest in the national cause. 
Rude and simple as their understanding of 
the quarrel was, they yet had the sagacity 
to see without being able to analyze their 
that the nation would be coin- 
to make use at length of its natural 
allies in rebeldom. 

But had the supreme and ineffable fatui- 
ty of pro-slavery counsels in the North pre- 
vailed, neither slavery nor the rebellion 
would have now been on the brink of de- 
struction, but on the contrary both would in 
all probability.be triumphant, with France 
and England for their allies. Politicians 
who have waged incessant and stubborn 
opposition to the Emancipation policy of 
the Government, now coolly tell us that 
shey predicted from the first that seee-sion 
would be the end of slavery. They have 
certainly done their best to invalidate their 
predictions. One is curious to know on 
what they based them. There was but one 
normal basis for them. And that was the 
assumption, which events have verified as 
fact, that the nation was 
of madmen nor idiots. 

It certainly w as in the pow er of the nation 
to save slavery at the excuse of its own 
life. And it is still in its power to rescue 
what is left of it, and nurse it once more 
into gigantic proportions at the expense of 
its future j*ace. But there is no possible 
danger of such an event. And w hy? lie- 
cause human nature is what it is, and sui- 
cide on a national scale is

Govkrnmknt Improvements at Jeffbr- 
tWfllHL — The buildings erected at Jeffer- 
•onville for Hospital purposes, for waresj) 
houses, and the other improvement* there ' 
by the Government, have been on a scale 
of expenditure, of which few of our readers 
perhaps have any thing like a correct Idea. 
In constructing the hospitals and furnish- 
ing them with every modern appliance of • 
com cuience and comfort, the Government 
has not shown itself niggard of its means 
in looking to the welfare of the sick and 
wounded of our gallant armies. The Jef- 
ferson General Hospital, will accommodate 
two thousand patients, and is supplied 
w ith gas, hot and cold water, steam laun- 
dry, steam cooking apparatus, baths, 
• team pumps, are apparatus, A<\, all upon 
the most approved modern plans. The 
cost of the plumbing, materials, pipes, Ac, 
was gtt.UOU; of the water works, $2S,000. 
The cost of the whole structure was $•!"..•< >.ooo. 
Th* "Jo« Holt" Oeneral Hospital, in one of 
tiie most eligible locations for a hospital in 
the wholo West, near the falls of the river, 
will accommodate one thousand patients, 
and was erected at an expenditure of $110,- 
000. It is BaM arranged and furnished with 
reference to the entire comfort and that well 
being of its inmates. 

] "»»elve large Government warehouses 
havo been erected, capacious enough to 
I ■mtain thiity million dollars' worth of 
supplies. Thess are required to transact 
the immense business connected with sup- 
plying our armies in Tennessee and Geor- 
gia, of these, there are two ordnance 
warehouses, 350 by 180 feet each; live oora- 
miss.try warehouses, 2<W by 120 feet each, 
w ith cellars under each, the full size of the 
building; four commissary warehouses, 160 
by 120 feet each; one quartermasters' ware- 
house, 16o by 60 feet. The total cost of 
•he.e buildings was ? 12"., 000. Switches of 
the Jefferson v ills Railroad extend to each 
of them, and the five furnished with cel- 
lars are provided with a stationary engine, 
hoisting apparatus and tramway, by which 
boata are loaded and uulqadcd with stenm. 
A Worthington steam pump and fire ap- 
paratus have been provided for these build- 
ings. 

Barracks for tie accommodation of six 
hundred men and twenty officers have been 
erected at a cost of $15,000; and four stable*, 
24 by 210 feet, accommodating four hundred 
animals, at a cost of $8,000. 

A Government bakery, erected at a cost 
of $to.ooo, turns out 100,000 rations of pilot 
bread daily. A "Refugee Home," 150 by 25 
feet, with an L extension for a dining room 
and kitchen, 50 by 25 feet, at a cost of $2,000. 
Two Government workshops, 120 by 35 feet 
each, at a cost of $5,000.

That retaliation is barbarous al- 
ways, even iu the simplest cases, and in 
permissable only w hen in the first place it 
may reasonably be expected to effect its ob- 
ject, and whoa in the second place it is con- 
sistent with the usages of ci\ lllsod society, 
chat iu the absence of these essential condi- 
tions it is useless and barbarous; having 
no other end than vengeance which is for- 
bidden alike to nations and to men. 

Resolved, 'That the treatment of our ofii- 
ccrs and soldiers in rebel prisons is cruel, 
lavage and heart-rending beyond all prece- 
dent; that it is shocking to morals; that it is 
au otlense against human nature itselt; that 
it adds new guilt to the great crime— rebel- 
lion— and constitutes an example from 
which history will turn with sorrow and 
disgust. 

Resolved, That any attempted imitation 
of rebel barbarism in t' 
joere would be plainly IDa] 
♦ccount of its iucon-istency with senti- 
ments of humanity: th u it would be inju- 
rious at home, for it would barbarize the 
whole community: that it would be utterly 
ascless, for it could not allect the cruel 
suHiors of tho revolting conduct which we 
seek to overcome; that it would OO immoral, 
because it proceeded from vengeance alone; 
that it oould have no other result 
than to degrade the national character 
and the national name, and to bring down 
upon our country the condemnation of his- 
ory: and that being thus impracticable, 
useless, immoral, and degrading, it must 
i>e rejected as a measunrof retaliation pre- 
cisely as the barbarism of roasting and eat- 
ing prisoners is always rejected by civilized 
powers. 

lb-solved, That the I'nited States, filled 
with grief and deepest sympathy for cher- 
ished citizens, w ho, as officers and soldiers, 
havo become the victims of heaven-defying 
iNltragea, hereby declare their solemn de- 
termination to put an end to this iniquity 
by putting an end to the rebellion, of which 
it is the natural ft 11 it : that to secure this 
humane and righteous consummation they 
pledge anew their best energies, and all the 
resources of the whole people, aud they call 
on all to bear witness that in this necessary 
warfare with barbarism they renounce all 
vengeance and every evil example, and 
plant themselves firmly on the sacred land 
works of Christian civilization, under the 
protection of that God who is present every- 
where, and enables herojc souls to sutler 
for their country. 

Mr. Sumner spoke in favor of the above 
resolutions, quoting from Gen. Washing- 
ton. Chancellor Kent, and other authorities 
against the inhuman retaliation, which he 
said never reached the guilty party. 

Mr. Wade hoped that the amendment of 
Mr. Sumner would not be adopted. Retal- 
iation had been practiced by all civilized 
nations in all wars. 

Mr; Cowan believed retaliation was just 
at times, but ho did uot approve of the pro- 
position to retaliate in kind upon the reb- 
els. He did not think it right to starve reb- 
els because rebels starved our men. If, as 
had been said, the law of natious author- 
ized retaliation, there was no necessity for 
passing another law. 'This waa a question 
for the Executive to consider. It was the 
duty of the President to see that our offi- 
cers and soldiers were not inhumanly 
treated and to take proper steps to secure 
j ustice for them. 

Mr. Howard spoke iu defence of the pro- 
position before the Senate. The object of 
the resolution was not to imitate the bar- 
barities of the rebels; it was simply to se- 
cure humane treatment for our prisoners. 

The report of the committee of the L T . s». 
Sanitary Commission gave a fearful picture 
of the atrocities committed by the rebels 
ou our prisoners at Belle Nle and Ander- 
sonville. The effect of that cruelty deterred 
thousands of young men from enlisting. 
The barbarities committed on our men at 
Andersonville w ere not to be described iu 
language.
